day Sunday the streets were thronged 
not on*y with pedestrians but with 
automobiles

long dirt road detours in their efforts 
to reach Gettysburg. The hotels did 
their first big day’s business for the 
year 1920 while the automobile men 
and hackmen 
also were 
busy from 
morning until evening. So great was 
the demand for 
vehicles that 
even 
some of 
the old time two 
and four 
horse wagons were brought into use. 
ThiR stream of human traffic con­ 
tinued to flow 
through 
Gettysburg 
when Memorial Day dawned, 
bring­ 
ing with 
it beautiful 
sunshine,
